diſlodg'd with a Body of about 16000 Men, leaving ft:

With this Detachment of Men, and ten picces of Cannon, 
Twrein faces the Spainiards : The Engliſh Foot were drawn 
up in Four Battalions, and were Order@ to give the 
Firft Afſault upon four other Battalions of Spaniſh Foor, 
who had the Abvantavge of the Ground, being placed y 
on three riyng Hillocks, and was ſeconded by Dorn 2obm 
himſelf. 

The Engl;ſþ were commanded by the Lord Lockhart, 
who having firſt ordered the Forelorn Hope of 300 Muſ> 
queteers to mount the Sand-Hills, together with his own 
Regiment of Foot, under the Collonel Fenwicke, they 
ſtourly maintained their Ground, though the Spaniards 
plaecyd down continual Volleys of Shot among them: 
He then ſent another Brigade to their Relief, who imme- 
diately fell in with the Bns end of their Mugquets among + 
the Enemies Foor, and they not being uted to ſuch Club- 
Law, leſt the Field and Fled ; whreupon Twrrein's Horſe 
ſceing the good fortune ofthe Engliſh Foot, fell in with 
the Spaniſh Horſe, few of whom ſtvod the Charge. 

In this Battle a great part of the Lord Lockheart's 
Regiment were cither Slain or Wounded, and Lieure- 
nant Col, Fenwick was killed by a Muſquer Buller, The - 
Slaughter was 'great, the Horſe being very ſevere in the 
purſuit, ſo that near 3000 of the Enemy were Slain, and *7 
many Noblemen Killed, Wounded, and taken Priſoners, 
This total-Rout of the Relievers Army, pur deſpair into * 
the Dankirkers, who could now expett no reliefeither by - 
Land or Sea, and Don Fohnnort being able to recruit his 
Army by Land : Yet the Marqueſs of Leda their Go- 
vernour, to demonſtrate ſome courage, made frequent -
